Washington, Dec. 28—The arrange- 


ments for the funeral of the late Sena- 
tor Morrill of Vermont, were completed 
today. The funeral ceremony will be 
held in the senate chamber on Satur- 
day next at noon. Until then the body 
will remain at the family residence, 
Massachusetts avenue, and will be 
borne to the capitol early Saturday 
morning. The services at the senate 
will be conducted by Kev. E. Bradford 
Leavitt, of All Souls Unitarian church, 
where Senator Morrill was an attend- 
ant for a number of years. He will be 
assisted by Rev. Dr. Millburn, the blind ! 
chaplain of the senate. The remains ' 
will be taken to the family home at 
Strafford, Vermont, for burial, alongside 
the remains of Mrs. Morrill, although 
they probably will be entomed here for 
a time, or until the family mausoleum, 
now under construction, is completed. 


At the family residence of the de- 


ceased there were many evidences of 
affectionate regard during the day. 
Senators and representatives 
who 


served alongside the venerable states- 
man for years called 
to pay their 


tribute of respect. Mr. Proctor, col- 
league of Mr. Morrill for the last five 
years, spent the morning at the house, 
comforting the members of the family, 
and aiding in the last offices for de- 
ceased.

The number 
is rather in excess of that usually 
designated, but is owing to the life 
long public service of deceased, and 
the desire to have many old associates 
replaced in the last testimony of re- 
spect. It is expected' also that Mr. 
Hobart and Speaker Heed will return 
for the services if their engagements 
will permit. 


The ceremony in the senate chamber

The 
casket will be first borne to the marble 
room, and then immediately before the 
ceremony the active pall bearers will 
bear it to the senate chamber, where 
it will rest immediately in front of the 
presiding officers desk.

Former Thinks Administra- j 


tion Is Making Mistake,

the Latter Takes a Directly Opposite View 


ef the Situation, 


Boston, Dec. 28.—"What should the 


United States do with the Philippines?" 
was the question discussed at the De- 
cember meeting of the Boston Congrega- 
tional club in Tremont Temple last even- 
ing. 
President Elmer H. Capen, of 


Tufts college spoke In favor of expan- 
sion, and ex-Governor George S. Bout- 
w-ell gave an airaignment of "imperal- 
ism" and his own party's policy. Said 
the ex-governor: 


"It is my purpose on this occasion to 


consider this question: 
Is the policy 


on which the country is entering a pol- 
icy of peace or war? 
The seizure, pos- 


session and occupation of the Philip- 
pines, whether the occupation is treated 
as temporary or permanent, proceeds 
upon the theory that our present peace- 
ful relations with England. Russia and 
Japan are never to be broken 01* dis- 
turbed seriously. Three years have not 
yet gone since England and the United 
States were on the brink of war, and 
there can be no security for continued 
peace with Great Britain. 
The laxity 


of our policy during the insurrection in 
Cuba, if imitated by us in the event of 
revolutionary movements in Canada, 
would open a controversy with Great 
Britain that might end in war. 
"War 


with England is not an Impossibility. 


"I now lay before you," continued the 


speaker, "two statements as my fixed 
opinions concerning the future of the 
country: 


"First—If, by the treaty with Spain, 


ratified by the American senate, we take 
jurisdiction of the Philippine islands 
for any purpose or for any period of 
time, that jurisdiction will never be sur- 
rendered 
voluntarily by the United 
States. 


"Second—That the sovereignty of the 


Islands will be yielded to force finally, 
and that that force may be exerted by 
the inhabitants of the islands, or by 
England, or by Japan, or by Russia, and 
not unlikely by the combination or the 
co-operation of two or more of these 
powers. 
If we hold the Philippines, we 


shall hold ttiem because Russia permits 
us to do so, and not otherwise. 
This in 


itself Is "a humiliation. 
The fortunta 


of Russia and China are now identical, 
and henceforth their Immense, resources 
are to be wielded as one power. - 


"Americans may take note of four 


or more observations that are of su- 
preme importance: 
First, we are in- 


debted to the protecting naval strength 
of England for our successes in the war 
with Spain; second, we are to deal gen- 
erously with Canada; third, whatever 
trade benefits may arise from the con- 
quest of the Philippines, England is to 
enjoy with us; fourth, there must be 
mutual help in the coming contest with. 
Russia. 


"The president proposes to take juris- 


diction of the Philippines, and then con- 
sider how they are to be governed. 
Thus he announces the essential doc- 
trine of an unlimited tyranny. We are 
to pursue the policy which we -con- 
demned in Spain, and which haa ended 
in unmitigated disaster. 


"The victory of 1896 had been a par- 


tisan victory, but it was full ot- the 
promise 
of 
benign 
results 
In 


which all could participate. 
"We were 


at peace with the world, and there 
were no disturbing divisions among our 
people. Tet fourteen months only from 
the day of the inauguration the country 
was involved In a war with Spain, and 
without the ability on our part to al- 
lege truthfully of any act of wrong- 
doing on the part of Spain that had been 
injurious to us. 


"We have loaded ourselves with pos- 


sessions which we do not need; we have 
assumed jurisdiction over millions of 
human beings who do not recognize the 
,rightfulness of our authority. 
We 


have extended our system of taxatiop 
and have Increased the public debt in 
a sum of hundreds of millions. 
Our 


pension rolls have been lengthened to 
the end of the first half of the next cen- 
tury, and we are threatened with a, 
permanent increase of the army and 
navy, at a cost of $150,000,000 a year. 
It is a matter of minor importance that 
the supremacy of the Republican party 
hac been put in peril, that some of us 
seem to think such an event is no slight 
catastrophe. 


"While we are not to under-value the 


achievements of the army and navy, 
they are but Isigh't compensation for the 
sacrifices and sufferings Incident to the 
war. 
It is the boast that the war has 


cemented the Union, but the Union was 
compact and firm when the war opened. 
Finally, all events in the war culminated 
In this: 
The foundations have been 


laid on which may be set up, as Rufus 
Choate said, the 'frowning arch of a 
ranged empire.' " 


Mr. Capen began his remarks by say- 


Ing that after a careful consideration 
he felt himself compelled to lift his 
voice in behalf of the policy of President 
McKlnley. 


"My sense ot nationality la too In- 


tense to permit me to do other-wire. T 
hate to be called a little American. 
Moreover, I feed that expansion has been 
the moving principle of the country from 
the time of the Earliest settlement. 
I 


believe that the United States Is per- 
fectly justified in wresting the Philip- 
pines from the grasp ot Spain, and in 
holding them for the purposes of good 
government and progressive civilization. 


"The constitution of the United Statee 


stands face to face with a condition te 
which It must bend. 


"Again, it I* said that UMT course pro. 


posed by the president, and Involved In 
the treaty of peace. Is unjust; that it I* 
contrary to the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, which asserts that the just 
powers of the states are "derived Crone 
the consent of the governed." 


"There haa never been a time when the

His odd 
clothes made him a prominent figure on 
the down town streets, and he was known 
to almost every one in the city.

DUCKS IN A WINDSTORM. 


('hey Dl8i>Ia.y Wonderful Prenencc of 


2fi=d IE Face of Danger. 


"I once witnessed an excellent example 


of tba coolness and presence of mind tb&t 
wild ducks can display in the face of dan- 
ger," says AVilliam Everett Cram. 
"It 


•was on a dark, cloudy October afternoon 
before a storm, wif.h the wind blowing in 
fitful, uncertain gusts from all points ol 
tbe compass, but mainly from the north 
east. 


"I was following the course of Old river 


keeping the wind at my back as much a 
possible, when I espied the heads of half : 
dozen black ducks among the reeds 3' 
yards away. I stood perfectly still, hopinf 
that they would corao together and emibh 
me to kill more than one of them at i 
shot, for I was little better than a pol 
hunter myself in those days, but they re- 
fused ta move, so I fired at the nearest, 
expecting to get a shot at the others as 
they rose, for ducks can only rise by flying 
against the wind, which would brln^- 
them almost over my head. 


'•But in spite of the crashing report and 


the shot that must have gone cutting 
through the reeds near them they remained 
motionless nntil I saw a flurry of wind 
•trike the water to the southward. It 
came brushing across the river, leaving a 
fan shaped track of trembling water bo- 
hind it. As it reached the ducks they 
spun about like weathercocks on the water 
and went up into the air and away out of 
danger, but the unhappy bird I had 
aimed at was wing tipped and only suc- 
ceeded in rising a few feet bafore he 
splashed back helplessly into the water, 
whereupon he started at the top of his 
speed for the bauk and took refuge be- 
tween the low growing junipers that at 
this point<cover the ground for acres. 
"I searched for him until it crew so 


dark ae to u.ake it absolutely hopeless, and 
1 was obliged to give it up for tlife thro 
being. The next morning there was mow 
on the ground, and I started out, hoping 
to find the wounded "bird by his tracks, 
but some otters that had been sliding and 
playing about on the bank were before 
me, and feathers and a few blood stains 
on the snow were all that was left to tell 
of the tragedy."—New England Magazine. 


HAVANA IN 1870. 


There is such a perverted impression in 


the popular mind about the actual arctic 
londitlons that I always find it difficult to 
Impress my listeners with a real knowl- 
edge of polar phenomena. The surround- 
ings are, of course, wild enough to satisfy 
the molt savage longings, but it must not 
be inferred that the temperature of tbe 
air is always below zero, nor that the land 
Is completely buried by perennial snow, 
nor that tho sea is always covered by 
paleocrystio ice floes or mountainous ico 
masses. During the low arctic ni^ht such 
conditions are (airly constant, but for 
much of tho year the genial rays of the 
Eun are felt. 


Our headquarters (the first Puary ex- 


pedition) ia 1891 were pitched on the 
northwest coast of Greenland, near the 
seventy oighth parallel of latmido, vrhich 
is about midway between the north pole 
nnd the Arctic circle. In this latitude tbe 
seasons are briefly as follows: 


A long nightleas summer day of nearly 


four mouths and an extended dayless win- 
ter bight of nearly four months. These 
periods are separated from each other by 
a season of advancing night during the 
autumn when the sun gradually recedes, 
but reappears for a shorter period every 
succeeding day, until it finally remains 
below the horizon on Oct. 25. In the 
spring there is a similar period, but it is 
the dawn of the coming- day. The sun 
reappears on Feb. 14. It first remains 
only a few minutes, but each succeeding 
day it rises higher and sweeps more of the 
southern sky, until about May 1 ib re- 
mains above tbe horizon, and then the 
long arctic day with its silvery glory be- 
gins. 


The specific effects of cold and darkness 


and light are difficult of analysis, more so 
among tbe members of our party than 
among the native people and animals 
The effect of Isolation, of change of food, 
clothing and habits of life, is so potent 
that any physical or mental peculiarities 
must necessarily include these elements. 


The withdrawal of beat is KO gradual 
that the animal organisms have an oppor- 
tunity to" protect themselves. During the 
summer (the only time when the extreme 
north is accessible) tho temperature and 
some of the meteorological conditions are 
much like our March and April weather. 
Incredible myriads of birds in summer 
plumage, fresh from tbe temperate zone, 
now congregate on the on* lying islands 
and moss covered rooky cliffs, but with 
tbe first warning of the polar night, as the 
sun drops below the southern sky, they 
quickly emigrate to n more congenial 
land, leaving apparently lifeless the cold 
shores which have been animated by their 
wild shrills of love and joy. Their powers 
and instincts are such that they have only 
to seek tbe lands which are best adapted 
to their manner of living. Many of the 
forms of sea life are able to do the same, 
but men and all other land animals must 
remain and become adapted to the chang- 
ing conditions. 


Tbe polar bear changes his fur during 


the summer to protect him from the ex- 
pected cold next winter, but life is to him 
an awful struggle during the long night. 
Nevertheless he early develops an ability 
to fast for prolonged periods, which is a 
faculty possessed by all the other arctic 
land life. The nearly complete covering 
of the sea by tho winter ice deprives him 
of bis accustomed source of food; hence 
be must either hibernate or find bis way 
far out over a lifeless sea of ice to the 
open water, where varying fortunes may 


1 put him in possession of an unwary 
| xneal. But with all bruin's ingenuity and 


I bard earned1 adaptability long periods of 
I famine are always before him. 


The native people, like the animals, 


have evolved a system of life and adapta- 
tion to their habitat which could not be 
much improved by civilized aid. They are 
able to withstand long periods of famine, 
like tbe deer and bear, with no apparent 
injury, except a loss of bodily weight. 
Their cutaneous circulation is always pro- 
fuse. 
The^ muscular outlines are largely 


obliterated' by an envelopment of fibro 
fatty tissue like thnt of the seal and wal- 
rus. The intestinal capacity is greatly in- 
creased to afford greater surface for the 
absorption of nitrogenous and fatty foods. 


I shall always remember our cbinps 


while traveling over the trackless wastes 
of snow during tbic period, particularly 
the stormy scenes. We undressed in the 
open air, crept into our sleeping bags and 
with a rare delight stretched out upon the 
virgin fields of snow for a long sleep. 
There was nothing but tho high blue sky

The 
range ot" prices is nearly 20 per cent, 
lower than in 1892, indicating- an as- 
tonishing increase in the quantity of 
products exchanged. How Europe will

difficulties in the shoe Interests in this 
city yesterday absorbed all other mat- 
ters, beginning in the morning, when a 
number of the t'acturies were stalled as 
free shops, gathering excitement late in 
the afternoon as the non-union opera- 
tives left the factories and were followed 
home by a jeei ir.g crowd, while one fac- 
tory was stoned, and culminating In the 
evening, after a tremendous union labor 
meeting, with an unprovoked personal 
attack upon Mrs. Martha M. Avery, a 
socialistic-labor advocate of Lynn. Mi's. 
Avery \\ as jeered from the labor meeting, 
and aJthough escorted to the hotel by two 
policemen, was hustled by the crowd of 
over 500 men, called every kind of a dis- 
agreeable name, buffeted and bruised by 
rough hands, spit upon, and subjected to 
many unmanly indignities by striking 
shoe worl-men. 


The meeting was hel'd under the aus- 


pices of the local Boot and Shoe Work- 
ers' union, and John F. Tobin, jiresidpnt 
of the National union; William Inslcip, 
secretary of the Shoe Workers' union of 
Eng'and, and Harry J. Slteffington of 
Revere \vere the principal figures. Their 
remarks were of the usual character, 
and each urged the men to stand fast. 


Sirs. Avery arrived just beiore the 


speaking began, but every seat in the 
haJl \\as taken, and although the only 
woman in that part of the hail, she was 
obliged to stand in the aisle until the 
meeting tvas over. As this was not Mrs. 
Avery's Prst 
appearance during the 


present strike, and as it was a general 
opinion that she had come to advocate 
the manufacturers' side of the case, her 
presence at the meeting tvas not at all 
welcome. 


Just as Mr. Skeffington had finished 


his remarks. Mrs. Avery started toward 
the stage for the purpose, she afterwards 
said, of speaking privately to Mr. Inskip. 
She said afterwards that she had no in- 
tention of addressing the meeting, being: 
in the city on account of a lecture which 
she is to deliver tonight. 


She had no sooner started forward 


than there was a wild roar from the en- 
tire audience and a 
number of msn 


rushed forward to prevent her reaching 
the 
stage. A 
policeman, 
however, 


reached her first and escorted h«r from 
the hall. A crowd of 500 men and boys 
followed, and as she walked up the street 
with the policeman she was crowded, 
jostled, and as bruises on her.arms after- 
wards showed, was roughly handled. All 
the way up the street she was called 
every kind ot" a name,-and frequently 
spit upon. Her escort did not seem to be 
able to ward off .any of the attacks, and 
the officer evidently felt relieved when 
she at ''e,ng"th reached her hotel. 


In an interview last 
evening, Mrs. 


Avery said that she was in favor of the 
strike and should consider it a crime if 
she. in advocating the socialistic-labor 
principles, should favor a calling oil of 
the strike, or oppose the side of the work- 
Jngmen.

The Reception That Polled. 


''It is not of ten that a writer touches {he 


sensibilities of the doctors as Ian Mao* 
laren has in his sketches of tho brave, 
faithful old country practitioner under the 
name of Dr. Maclure; in fact, I doubt 
whether any other writer has ever approxi- 
mated the hit aiuung us that was scored on 
the instant by these productions. The 
medical man has been portrayed before in 
fiction, but never with such skillful, sym- 
pathetic hand. Heretofore the attitude of 
the writor has almost always been either 
superficial or cynical, and, as a rule, thu 
doctor in literature cuts a sorry figure.

Dot btcause of any backwardness on the 
part of the doctors. The trouble -Jay in 
their phenomenal enthusiasm. It required 
only a few days' canvassing to show that 
there wasn't a doctor in either New York 
as it was then or in what aro now the 
outlying boroughs of the greater city who 
wasn't in favor of the scheme or would 
fail to put in an appearance at the recep- 
tion unless prevented by inexorable cir- 
cumstances.

Rapid Transit Agraln. 


Not much interest has been felt by the 


public in Mr. Croker's recent announce- 
ment that in his judgment the rapid trans- 
it problem would soon be solved and by 
the tunnel plan, though through the ex- 
penditure of private and not municipal 
capital. 
This lack of interest is not due 


to any lessening of tho desire for better 
transportation facilities up and down this 
island—in fact, that is increasing every 
day even faster than the constantly grow- 
ing crush on the elevated and surface 
lines. 


But the fact is the public has been fool- 


ed into believing the solution df the prob- 
lem near at hand so many times that noth- 
ing Mr. Croker or any one else could say 
will be received with any confidence until 
there is something more substantial than 
words to place confidence in. For years it 
has been tuicl that the elevated railroad 
was about to branch out and redeem itself 
and at the same time relieve the conges- 
tion, but nothing has been done in that 
direction. Steam locomotives, vomiting 
out cinders and gas, still haul the trains, 
and the oft hoped for extensions that 
would surely increase the business of the 
road and once more make it profitable an 
Still unbuilt. 


Perhaps the pnblio is wrong, but the 


general impression is certainly that for- 
ward steps would have been taken long 
ere this were the elder Gould still alive; 
that the present no nothing policy is al- 
most wholly due to Bussell Saee's ill ad- 
vised notions of economy, which George ! 
Gould either lacks the power or the will to 
combat. In the meantime the improve- 
ment of tho surface lines—virtually all of 
which are cnutrollnd hy the Metropolitan , 
end the Third Avenue companies—is go- 
iiig on right merrily.

AND ITS HISTORY. 


How Canute Was Held Down by It* 


Iron H»ad — Til* Hoiuauce of Pio- 
neer l,lfe—Hovt ibe Company Wa*

TORONTO, Doo. «. — For over a century, 


f t nrsbt be said, the history cf the uorth- 
«n half of this orutiueut is the history 
of tho Hurisou Bay cooipauy. Wiiters 
and romancers accordingly have seized 
on tbe pioturesqne elements of pioiieer 
liie among the company'? poHta. They 
have painted idealized pictures of In- 
dian maidens who cast ia their lots 
Vf ith heroic agent or factor or hpnter, 
and they have expatiated <m tbe charm 
of the roviug life of the trapper ui'd 
Toyagenr. They have told of the aban- 


don, 
the reckless vivacity, the rollick- 


ing boat so^gs and chansons of these 
children of tue woods anu vilderncss as 
they span along roaring cataracts aud 
dashed down foaming rapids or bat by { 
night arocad the great campnre— 
French and English aud Indian pell- 
mell together—all happy, light bttpited j 
and absurdly impossible, for there was I 
and there still is a darker side to the ' 
old and often repeated ttory which has 
remained always untold.

gallants occasionally put aside their 
lace and ruffles and ventured acrois the 
Atlantic in their light hearted quest of 
sport and novel adventure.

Their com- 
mercial conquest of the Canadas was 
practically unopposed. In a very few 
years their voyagecrs and their courriers 
de bois were scouring the rivers and 
woods of the new world, picking np for 
a few gandy trifles or a few tawdry 
tools tbe pelts of the beaver and otter 
end hear.

(•rcple, where still flnunnhes a Hud- 
son Bay rmnpauy pc^c, is Point La 
Barbe, so named because at this point 
for year alter yct.r it has been the cus- 
tom of tha Iiidirtin, aud hunters to shave 
and deok themselves before approaching 
tlie fort. Ou the othor side of the fort 
is Drunken island. The source of the 
name is obvious. After disposing of 
their ye&r's accumulation of furs the 
post authorities relegated to this little 
island tho entire baud of intoxicated 
trappers until they fought or slept off 
the results of their too unguarded im- 
bibing of the company's "fire water. ' 
But as time advanced tbe line of civili- 
zation had bean extending farther aud 
farther westward. This v?aa the one 
tLing the company did not desire. It 
had ahrays been their policy to discour- 
age any attempts at colonization in the 
territory over which they held sway. 
Furs alone wore the things they sought. 
They took great caru to warn English- 
men aud all iutending settlers against 
venturing into those barren, desolate 
and inhospitable regions of tbe north. 
They prohibited exploration and forbade 
settlement In the country which they 
claimed as their own. Missionaries were 
their abhorrence aud everything in their 
power was done to embarrass the move- 
ments of a class they knew to be their 
most effective enemies. 


In time, however, the unqualified 


greed and rapacity of the company 
aroused a storm of indignation that 
could no longer be ignored. Musio 
boxes aud beads, too, were not enough 
for the more enlightened red man, and 
bis demands for firearms as barter had 
to be met. Tnie, of course, led to the 
wholesale destruction of game and a 
depletion of the country's natural food 
supply. So tlio system that bad poured 
over $100,001', 000 into the coffers of tbe 
company had left the Indian -a slave 
and his home all but a desert. 


The final crash was bound to come. 


A royal commission was -appointed to 
look into the condition of affairs.

".Rupert's land act" was the result of 
their investigations. By this act tbe 
Hudson Bay company surrendered to 
the crown all the lands, rights and priv- 
ileges of various kicds granted to it by 
the charter of King Charles. In com- 
pensation for this relinquisbment the 
company receivad $1,500,000 aud tbe 
fee of all its established posts and sta- 
tions, with a generous block of land sur- 
rounding each post 


But the change bad come too late. 


Canada had already been crushed by 
the iron hand, of the company. Tbj 
curse of that iron hand still hangs over 
it today, and will,do so, unfortunately 
for British America, for many a year 
to come.

Tbe Nevski Prospect itself, 


one of the finest streets in St. Peters- 
burg, when the Kazan cathedral, the 
Bazaar, tbe Imperial library, the Alex- 
ander theater and tbe Anitchkoff palace 
have been passed, degenerates into a 
commonplace avenne -lined with low 
frame buiMings. Scenic beauty, pano- 
ramic effects and real dignity are con- 
spicuously absent from the architecture 
of the Russian capital. 


It is a city of palaces, but aa nearly 


all are constructed of stucco the severe 
winter frosts frequently crack tbe walla 
and leave disfisnring fissures, which ap- 
plications of plaster and paint fail to 
obliterate 
The Winter palaue is one of 


tbe largest in tbe world and is now 
only nsed on ceremonial occasions and 
for state receptions. It is one of the 
most luxurious royal residences in the 
world and at one time, when occupied, 
by the czar, was said to have 6,000 in- 
habitants. Its halls are of wonderful 
boanty and it would take days to exam 
ine its statuary, paintings, gems am. 
decorations. Opposite the Winter palaca 
injmeuse throngs gather annually at the 
Jordan temple at Epiphany to witness 
the solemn and impressive ceremonial 
of blessing the waters of the Neva. It 
is not without good 'reason they engage 
in this high function of the Greek 
church 
Ever since St. Petersburg was 


founded the river has been a constant 
source of danger and at times it has 
submerged a great part of the city and 
carried destruction and death in its 
course. 


Early in winter the Neva is covered 


with ice and as SQOO as it-will bear tbe 
weight of a train a railway is laid on 
the frozen surface, the motive power 
being supplied by an inclined .plane at 
either end 
This extemporized railway 


furnishes a more expeditious means of 
passing from one part of tbe cir.y to an- 
other than that in nse heretofore. 


Tbe Russian capital presents a very 


different aspect in winter to what it 
does in snmmer During tbe latter sea- 
eon the court, the nobles and nearly'all 
tbe troops are absent and a visitor rare- 
ly sees any one but an occasional busi- 
ness man and peasants on tbe streets.

Unlike the 
Ei,rlish, the Russians in their dealing 
with the Chinese did cot (this writer 
states) have to contend with an abso- 
lute nnlikenoss of character and man- 
ner, and they made the most of this. 


Though the Frenchman probably at- 


taches too much importance to this re- 
semblance of tbe Russians to tbe orien- 
tals, it is certain it exists, and has facil- 
itated tbeir ambitious designs in ex- 
tending tbeir domain and influence. It 
should not be forgotten, however, in 
this connection tbat Rnssia has always 
been at peace with China, and that even 
when most aggressive it was fond of 
posing as tbe guardian of the integrity 
of tbe Chinese empire. After the close 
of the war between Japan and China 
the conditions imposed upon the latter 
wonld have been much more burden- 
some and humiliating bad it not been 
for tbe friendly offices of Russia in her 
behalf. One good turn deserves another, 
and Russia has lost nothing by assist- 
ing Cbiua in her bonr of trouble. 
In 


tbe case of tbe British it is very differ- 
ent. 
Many years ago they forced tbe 


opium trade upon tbe Chinese at tha 
cannon's month, and, though they never 
appeared to favor the disintegration of 
the empire, they made uo pretense as 
the Russians have to act as protectors 
of its integrity. 


Too much importance is attached to 


tbe clashing of British and Russian in- 
terests it) tbe east, as menacing peace. 
Threatening as the indicatious are now 
I do not apprehend serious rupture be- 
tween those two rivals for the trade of 
China. The ozar was undoubtedly sin- 
ctre in his famous peace letter, and, of 
course, would much prefer to secure by 
diplomacy w*iat be might fail to secure 
by war.

Russia requires peace for the develop- 
ment of her vast resources. 


It must interest and concern Ameri- 


can manufacturers and exporters to per- 
ceive the extension of the Russian 
efforts to obtain territorial concessions 
from China and tbeir possible effect on 
American trade in the Chinese empire 
Russia's success in central Asia in push- 
ing her products ahead of her rival will 
undoubtedly be repeated in China to the 
serious detriment of American trade in 
cotton goods, kerosene and flour.

The United States has had few wars 


The standing- army wa» one of the 
smallest ID tlfc world, and the depart- 
ments could easily supply it with all 
the- necessities during time* of- peace. 
When hostilities were begun, however, 
and a large nlimber of men were enlltt- 
ed, the war department found Itself 
badly crippled. No preparation bad 
been made to supply the new troops 
with uniforms. Then there was another 
question-to 'be solved. The troops had 
been stationed (with few exceptions) 
in cool places, and the blue uniforms 
were all they needed. The war took 
many of them into the tropics, where 
clothing of a lighter material was nec- 
essary, and the government had no fa- 
cilities of its own to furnish it. It was 
necessary to call upon contractors to 
supply the uniforms. As is well known 
it took considerable time and a large 
•mount of money to get these ready. In 
fact some of the troops were never sap- 
plied with them.

thing that is needed to clothe and equip 
their fighting forces. 
Large factories 


for making uniforms and other articles 
of clothing are kept constantly in op- 
eration turning out goods for the ex- 
clusive use of their armies, consequent- 
ly there is never any lack of supplies, 
and the clothing departments could, if 
required, outfit more than twice the 
number of men in the standing armies 
at a day's notice. In fact, fully a year's 
supply is always stored away for just 
such an emergency. 
With Uncle Sam, 


so far at least as the army is con- 
cerned, it is different. There are no 
clothing factories, and the government 
depends for its uniforms on contractors 
who bid for the work. The supply has 
always been limited to the small de- 
mands made upon it. The men draw 
about two complete "outfits" a year. 
The contracting system worked well 
until heavy demands were made upon 
it. Then it was found lacking. The na- 
vy department operatps it? own cloth- 
ing factory, and there is= always a sur- 
plus on hand, consequently no one suf- 
fers. 


It was recently suggested by several 


prominent military officers that cloth- 
ing; factories for our army be estab- 
lished, and, although the matter was 
not taken up in General Miles' reorgan- 


world is the royal army clothing de- 
partment, in Grosvenor road, Pimlico. 
Here every article of clothing worn by 
Tommy Atkins is either made or stored 
away for future use. These great gray- 
stone buildings, covering an area of 
more than six acres, do not look from 
the outside the busy places they are. 
Behind their'walls more than 2,000 per- 
sons are kept busy storing cloth, cut- 
ting out and putting together the many 
different kinds of uniforms used in the 
English army and preparing the great 
cases of finished material to be sent to 
the troops in all parts of the world. 


The work of this great institution is 


divided under two heads—the storing 
and testing of material and the manu- 
facture of uniforms and other clothing. 
These are operated independently of 
each other. In the storing department 
is an immense collection of patterns 
of the various approved materials. 
These are exhibited to the intending 
contractors, who are required to supply 
all orders in every respect up to sam- 
ple. 
All the "trying" is done'here, and 


the material, when it is brought to the 
' storerooms, is put through severe tests. 
Every bale that comes is carefully 
weighed and measured by an ingenious 
machine. It is then tested for strength, 
the strain needed being carefully re- 


Tlij bu..n.. , . - ^....Ueel 
into different compartments where the 
work is done. The material is first sent 
to one of the galleri.es, where it is folded 
so as to lie in from 10. to 15 folds. Brown 
paper patterns are placed on it and 
marked in chalk. It is then placed un- 
der a machine, where a band knife cuts 
it into the desired shape. From here it 
is sent to the main gallery, where sew- 
ing machines operated by hundreds of 
women put the different article* to- 
gether. These go to- the different de- 
partments until they have passed the 
hands of the finishers and are pressed 
and folded, to be returned to the store- 
house for Tommy Atkins' future use. 


There are nearly 1,800 women employ- 


ed in the factory. 
They earn good 


wages and after long service are re- 
tired with an annuity of £1 for each 
year of service. 


To give some idea of the great amount 


of work turned out by this establish- 
ment and the enormous quantity of ma- 
terial used in clothing the English army 
a part of the report of last year says 
that about 4.000,000 yards of cloth were 
cut up and turned into garments within 
12 months, and the value of material 
received amounted to 11,040,000. An av- 
erage of 11,000 garments were turned 
out a week.

CURIOUS VISITING CARDS 
; 


Visiting cards, like many other Inter- 


esting articles were invented by the 
Chinese about 2,000 years ago, and in 
that country the style has never chang- 
ed. The Chinese card is not an elaborate 
or expensive affair, although it is large. 
The card is of a vivid vermilion color, 
about 16 inches long1 and 5 inches broad. 
The black letters, or hieroglyphics, go 
right down the center. They have very 
much the appearance of a laundry 
check. 


Visiting cards were first introduced 


into Europe about 150 years ago and 


since their advent have changed a num- 
ber of times. Some interesting speci- 
mens have been collected, and they 
show how different the cards of a cen- 
tury ago are irom those used at the 
present time. Many of them are very 
picturesque, while others were engraved 
with an eye to business as well as 
pleasure. Some are of plain white, with 
the names printed in script, while oth- 
ers are colored and decorated in fancy 
designs. 
One of the designs which 


found favor with the people was to 
have an engraving of their homes in 
one corner of the card. Others were 
decorated with scrolled borders and de- 
signs of ancient Rome.

capacity worked only nine hours a day. 


Ir; view of what was said on this 


subject during the last campaign it

previous to the last state election the 
mayor stated to a man who is promi- 
nent in one of the leading labor organ 
izations of the city that in case he 
should be re-elected the nine-hour law 
would apply during the coming year to 
all city employes, whether working un- 
der contract or by the day.

The Moon's Eclipse, * 


A good many people looked for the 


eclipse of the moon llast evening and 
failing to see anything on account of 
the clouds, gave up in disgust. Those 
who persevered, however, were re- 
warded, as the sky cleared off beau- 
tifully towards the latter part of the 
time. As seen from here, the moon en- 
tered the shadow about 5.03 p. m.; the 
total eclipse began at 6.13; the total 
eclipse ended at 7.42 and the moon left 
the shadow at about 8.52 p. m. The du- 
ration of the eclipse was three hours 
and 49 minutes.exclusive of the pen- 
umbral phase, which is never per- 
ceptible. 


When the moon could be seen it had 


a dark copper-colored appearance, yet 
it was plainly visible with the glass. 
Most of the total eclipse was hidden 
by the clouds, but as soon as the moon 
was leaving theshadow the sky com- 
pletely cleared. Before the clouds had 
completely gone the appearance of the 
moon was one of remarkable beauty, 
for about it a large circle not unlike a 
complete rainbow, tinged with pris- 
matic colors, was plainly to be seen. 
At times one end of the disc was a 
deep, rich brown, and the other a clear 
blue.
